Paris remained calm while the aer­ 
ial invasion was In progress, inhab­ 
itants of the city exhibited more curi­ 
osity than 
fear of the results. Trum­

must be extinguished when warning 
came of the aircrafts' approach. 
Searchlights were turned upon the 
clouds, anti-aircraft guns opened tire 
and aeroplanes 
rose 
to 
attack the 
Zeppelins, 
but their fire was 
handi­ 
capped by a heavy mist. 
An official commune iation regarding 
the raid follows: 
“ Between 1:15 a. 111. and S a. m. 
four Zeppelins started toward Paris 
from the direction of Cotnpiegne, fol­ 
lowing the valley of the Oise 
Two 
were compelled to return before reach­ 
ing Paris, one at Rouen, the other at 
Nantes. The other two were attacked 
by anti-aircraft guns and only passed 
over outlying districts of the north­ 
western part of Paris and neighbor­ 
ing suburba. 
“ They withdrew after having drop­ 
ped a dozen bombs, some of which 
did not explode. 
The damage done 
was 
unimportant.

“ The Zeppelins were fired upon by

The aeroplane squad­

“ Summing up, the Zeppelin raid of 
Paris was a complete failure. It only 
served to demonstrate how well the 
defensive arrangements work.

population was calm. On their way 
back the Zeppelins dropped a dozen 
incendiary 
or 
explosive 
bombs 
on 
Compiegne, doing only unimportant 
damage. 
Three bombs were dropped 
on Rlbecourt and Dresllncourt, to the 
north of Compiegne, without result.”

3,000,000 ALLIED 


LOSS, SAY GERMANS 


Russia Estimated to Hate Con. 


tributed Two-thirds. 


Berlin, March 22.— A conservative 
computation of the losses suffered by 
the allies in killed, wounded, disabled 
and prisoners reaches 3,600,000 men, 
according to the Vossiehe Zeitung. 
The basis of that estimate is as fol­ 
lows: 


At the end of January 535,000 Rus­ 
sian prisoners were interned in tier- 
many and Austria. The Paris Temps 
gives the number of killed in the 
Russian army as about 675.000. if on 
account of the great number of killed 
we take only three wounded for one 
kilted we arrive at 2,0*5,000 wounded. 
Bupposing that 50 per cent of th«* 
wounded are able to return to the 
front the 
permanent 
losses of the 
Russians 
are 
1,010,000 disabled 
by 
wounds. If only 80,000 Russians have 
been disabled by diseuse the total 
permanent loss of the Russian ariny 
during the first six months of the 
war can be estimated as high as 2,- 
300,000. 
Taking the French and British es­ 
timates of their dead and Germany's 
record 
of 
men captured 
the 
total 
French loss nears the 1.000,000 mark 
and that of England 70,000. Belgium's 
casualty list is not far from 130,Ooo. 
Therefore, the total losses of the al­ 
lies, not including Serbian casualties 
during the first six months of the 
war, can safely be estimated at 3,- 
600,000 men.

A Bad Habit Cured. 
A delightful experience is told by 
a teacher that. touches upon a child, 
an imaginative boy of seven, who was 
ideally polite aud obedient to his par­ 
ents, but who would, in spite of daily 
admonitions, insist on putting ou his 
shoes and buttoning them every morn­ 
ing before putting on bls trousers, 
which, of course, would not go on over 
the shoes. This daily blunder rendered 
bim quite miserable as well as his 
parents. 
He would cry with shame 
and disappointment because he missed 
his breakfast with his father, promis­ 
ing to try to remember, but so regular­ 
ly forgetting that ids parents began to 
suspect some latent stubbornness lf 
not deceit in the occurrence. 
The teacher was a friend of the fam­ 
ily and often visited them. On the oc­ 
casion of one visit tho boy’s mother 
asked lier whether she should chastise 
him for tlds annoying habit 
The 
visitor said she would write to him, 
which she did, but the letter was in 
tho form of a story of General Bud 
Habit, who was quartered in ids house. 
The boy was very fond of military dis­ 
plays aud stories, and just here silo 
held bis Interest. 
She said she was 
sorry General Bad Habit was there 
and that she greatly feared ber little 
friend would be reduced to the ranks 
if he did not make immediate resist­ 
ance, and she asked him to use her let­ 
ter as a flag of truce, to be placed in 
his shoe overnight, Informing General 
Bab Habit that he proposed not only 
to resist him, but to take awny Ids ti­ 
tle, sword and shoulder straps, 
The flag »>f truce was, used in the 
shoo for two or three nights, then 
placed on the mantel and in less than 
a week entirely removed* ami a letter 
from the triumphant child informed 
the teacher that Bad Habit was re­ 
duced to the ranks and the little friend 
was general and master of the situa­ 
tion. 
What on altogether charming 
way to help a child to overcome a fall­ 
ing!

About Children's Teeth. 
If a child's second set of teeth re­ 
main abnormally short and doll-like it 
is wise to consult a doctor, as it may 
In* because lie is not developing prop­ 
erty owing to a lock of bone forming 
constituents in Ids food. 
One should 
change the diet in such a rase and 
give something containing plenty of 
lime, such us haricots, lentils aud 
milk; also they should have plenty of 
hard, well baked bread crusts. 
Little heaps of crusts are often left 
on a child's plate. 
A child should 
never be allowed to leave them, for 
too much soft food is often the cause 
of tile early decay of second teeth as 
well as of their undeveloped and irreg­ 
ular formation. 
Man’s teeth were given to him for 
grinding and chewing, and lf they are 
never us(h] for bord food they soon de­ 
cay. 
RidgM or ribbed teeth are a sure 
sign of n system overcharged with nile 
acid. 
Rheumatism is Intent; these 
ridges are warning signals. 
Do you know what these ore? They 
are teeth that appear ns though they 
had a "picot” edging or tittie sawlike 
(slge to them, and they nearly always 
mean that the owner is below pnr. 
The serrated edge is really the com­ 
mencement of a decsy that will in time 
cause serious damage to the child's 
health. 


A Mother's Secret of Success. 
The well known proverb "Example 
is better than precept” is only another 
form of expressing the predominating 
power of sympathy, for example can 
have little influence except in so far 
as a sympathetic feeling in the ob­ 
server leads him to imitate It. So that 
"Example 
is 
better 
than 
precept" 
means only that, sympathy has more 
influence In the human heart than rea­ 
soning. 
This principle, so powerful at every 
period of life, is at its maximum In 
childhood. 
The child’s thoughts and 
feelings are spontaneously drawn Into 
harmony with the thoughts and feel­ 
ings of those around bim whom he 
loves, and this leads naturally to imi­ 
tation, or reproduction, of their ac­ 
tions. 
The great secret of success for a 
mother in the formation of the char­ 
acter of her children is to make them 
respect and love her and then simply 
to be herself what she wishes them to 
be. Abbott says that to make them re­ 
spect and love her is to control them 
by a Arm government where control Is 
required and to indulge them almost 
without limit where indulgence will 
do no harm. 
This is true, but we 
often forget the U tter half and won­ 
der at our failures.

I his communication is an appeal to your common sense, to 
reason and justice. 


Wise people think, and those who think cannot be deceived. 


In this contest, as it proceeds we expect to depend upon 
truth for our success.

Our fight is no against men, but against principles which 
we believe to be fundamentally wrong.

Arguments against the abuse of liquor will 
be made and the people will be urged to apply these argu­ 
ments to the right to use intoxicants. 


This is unsound, unfair and unreasonable. 


lf you can apply the argument against excess to the right 
to use a thing in moderation you can abolish all good because 
some people abuse everything good in the world. 


As this contest proceeds it will be observed that the drys 
want to he known as the “temperance people,'' ‘’temperance 
workers,’’ etc. 
They attempt to appropriate to themselves 
for very exclusive use the beautiful word “temperance'’ which 
applies not only to the moderate use of alcoholic beverages, 
but to all good things. 


Temperance is the remedy for intemperance. 
Total abstin­ 
ence is also a remedy for intemperance, but before either can 
be a virtue it must be self imposed and self-enforced. 
Be- 
for law can become a remedy for intemperance it must be en­ 
forced against the user, not the seller. 
You can vote a town 
dry, hut you cannot vote a man dry. 
By closing the legitimate 
saloon all you can do is to change the channel through which 
the man is to receive his supply. 
Where the customer bought 
in hve and ten cent quantities you compel him to buy the 
quart, case or barrel. 
The man, who under regulation is a 
beer dr nker, frequently under prohibition becomes a whiskey 
drinker. 
This is a poor way to promote temperance. 
We 
oppose prohibition because as a temperance measure it is a 
farce, a failure. 


Prohibitionists masquerading under the name “ Brainerd 
Law Enforcement League,” tell you that the abolition of sa­ 
loons will abolish drunkenness. 
Maine has had prohibition 
for sixty years and the records show that in Portland and Ban­ 
gor they had in 1914 one arrest for drunkenness to every IS of 
population. 
Milwaukee had one arrest for every 120 of pop­ 
ulation. 


Drys want us to show them “ one valid reason for the exist­ 
ence of a saloon.'' 
Every man who wants a drink is a valid 
reason. 
He should be permitted to secure his supply n a 
legal way from an open saloon, instead of forcing him to pat­ 
ronize the bootlegger.

try road. 
The lieutenant is praetie

city, the sergeants might, be likened 
to policemen. 
There is tra d in g underw ay, too. 
Tobacco i# the m* dium and the store 
keeper is a « hap who at a certain 
time may have motc of so m e thing he 
does not want and l« ss of so meth in g 
lie does.

steamer Cairntorr was torpedoed off 
Beachy Head, in the English chan­ 
nel, and sank, according to a Central 
News dispatch from Eastbourne. Her 
crew escaped. 
When the steamer was struck res­ 
cue boats put out to her to attempt 
to tow her into port. She sank eight 
miles out, however. 
The Cairntorr 
was? bound from Newcastle for Ge­ 
noa, with coal. 
The Cairntorr was a vessel of 2,- 
290 tons and was built in Sunderland 
in 1904. She was owned by the Cairn 
line of Newcastle.

Curious Condition« T hat Como W ith 
Raynaud'» Disease. 
Raynaud's disease is a singular afflic­ 
tion In which the circulation lit the ex­ 
tremities—in the finger« or toon gen­ 
erally - becomes for a lime entirely 
obstructed. 
It occur» in person» of 
nervous temperament, and often fol­ 
lows an exposure to severe cold; it tnay 
occur alone, as n purely neurotic syrup 
torn, or it tnny be associated with some 
at her disease, such as epilepsy, Bright’s 
disease, 
neurasthenia, 
hysteria 
or 
anaemia. 
It is most often met with 
in early adult life, and women are 
more often affected than men. 
It is, 
however, occasionally seen even in chil­ 
dren, and in old people as well. 
The simplest form of the disease is 
sometime^ called “dead fingers." 
in 
such a case the fingers of the patient 
Itecome <1/>nd white or a bluish white, 
nnd actually look as if they trelonged 
to a dead person. The local circulation 
may be so completely obstructed that 
Hie fingers will not bleed even if (hey 
are c u t Sometimes the condition lasts 
only n few minutes, but It may go on 
for several hours, or even days. 
Hay* 
naml cnlled It "local »yncope," because 
the n(T<*cted finger or b*e acts ns if It 
hud really fainted from loss of blood, 
although the circulation Is normal In 
the rest of the body 
The condition is 
believed to bo caused by spasms In 
some of the small arteries. 
Ilk the more »«»vere form of Raynnud’s 
disease the affected part turns purple 
Instead of white nnd t>ecomoM swollen 
and tingling, Just as It would if the 
circulation were impeded by a string 
tied tightly round the finger. 
In the most severe form of all- which 
Is happily not frequent gangrene oc* 
curs; that happens only when the at* 
tnrks have been so frequent that the 
circulation is cut off most of the time. 
In an ordinary attack of "dead fin­ 
gers" massage Is helpful, although it 
should not 1m* roughly or Ignorantly 
applied, since the skin Is drained of Its 
life for the time l»elng, nnd can be 
easily broken. 
Avoid exposure to cold 
and protect the extremities carefully 
by warm clothing. 
Those who are 
subject to these attacks an* generally 
better off in a warm climate.—Youth's 
Companion.

Must Gain Nine Seats at Next 


Election However. 


TO FILL MANY VACANCIES. 


Terms of Thirty-two Senators Expire. 
President Ketps In Physical Condi­ 
tion by Daily Exerei««, and Dalieata 
Foreign Complication» Fail to Keap 
Him From Golf Links.

Washington, March 22.—tSpecial.]— 
The Democrats have a majority of six­ 
teen in the new senate. 
If La Follette 
and Poindexter should vote with them 
their majority would be increased to 
twenty, but It is only on special occa­ 
sions that these senators support the 
Democrats. 
But Hie majority of six­ 
teen is enough for ail purposes If the 
majority can work together. 
The Republicans see a possibility of 
overturning that majority and gaining 
control of the senate in the election 
next year. It would mean the gaining of 
nine seats now held by the Demcs rats 
to accomplish any such result, nnd that 
would be going some. In fact, It would 
mean a landslide all along the line. 
The Republicans would have to hold 
all the seats they now have and win 
seuts now held by Democrats In Arlso- 
nu, West Virginia, Nebraska, Muine, 
IndiauH, New Jersey, Montana, New 
D/rk And Nevada. O f course there Is 
the possibility of winning In Maryland, 
as ttint state once bad two Republican 
senators. 
Mistake of Last Year. 
Republicans are bitterly t»cmoaning 
the mistake they made Inst year in let­ 
ting three or four senatorial seats slip 
nwny from them because they thought 
it Was no use. They did not really ex­ 
pect to lose in Wisfonslu, South Da­ 
kota and California, but they saw little 
hope in New York nud Ohio, 
They 
were counting on the Progressives re­ 
maining out for at least another elec­ 
tion. 
Of the thirty two vacancies which 
will be tilled by next year’s election 
only five are in the south. 
One lu 
Maryland and one In Missouri are far 
enough north to give the Republicans 
a fighting chance.

Troubles do not come to the admin­ 
istration so thick and fast that the 
president is not able to throw tliem 
aside for a few hours each day and de­ 
vote himself to a game of golf.

Curious Conditions That Como With 
Raynaud's Disease. 


R a y n a u d 's disease is a singular afflic­ 
tion In which the circulation la tile ex­ 
tremities—in the fingers or toes gen­ 
erally—becomes for a girlie entirely 
obstructed. 
It occurs in persons of 
nervous temperam ent, and often fol­ 
lows nn exposure to severe cold; It may 
occur alone, na a purely neurotic syrup 
tom, or It may lie associated w ith some 
other disease, such as epilepsy, B right’s 
disease,

It Is most often m et with 
In early adult life, and women are 
more often affected than men. 
It Is, 
however, occasionally seen even In chil­ 
dren, and In old jw'Ople as well. 
Tho simplest form of the disease is 
sometimes called “dead fingers.’’ 
In 
such a case the fingers of the patient 
liecome dead white or a bluish white, 
and actually look as if they belonged 
to a dead person. The local circulation 
may he so completely obstructed that 
the fingers will not bleed even lf they 
are c u t Sometimes the condition lasts 
only a few minutes, hut It may go on 
for several hours, or even days. 
Ray­ 
naud called It "local syncope,” because 
the affected finger or toe acts as lf It 
had really faint*# from loss of blood, 
although the circulation is normal In 
the rest of the body* The condition Is 
believed to be caused by spasm s In 
some of the small arteries. 
In the more severe form of Itnynaud’s 
disease the affected p art turns purple 
instead of white and becomes swollen 
and tingling, ju st us It would lf the 
circulation were Impeded by u string 
tied tightly round the finger. 


I ii tile most severe form of al) 
which 
Is happily not frequent- gangrene oc­ 
curs; th a t happens only when the a t­ 
tacks have been so frequent that the 
circulation Is cut off most of tile time. 
Iii an ordinary attack of “dead fin­ 
gers" massage is helpful, although It 
should not tie roughly or Ignorantly 
applied, since the skin Is drained of Its 
life for the time tieing, and can be 
easily broken. 
Avoid exposure to cold 
and protect tile extremities carefully 
tiy warm clothing. 
Those who are 
subject to these attacks im* generally 
better off iii a w arm climate.—Youth’s 
Companion.
